Therkoꝛe the ancker of our fayth hath two 
molt vnchaungeable holdes,namely the pꝛo⸗ 
mile of God, and the othe of God: Jn both 
which it is impoſſible that God ſhuld lye, Foz 
as it is impoſſible that God ſhould lye whe he 
ſimply affirmeth : ſo is it moꝛe impoſſible (if 
there may be degrees in impoſſibilities) that 


od ſhould lye when he [wareth. And as it 


is impoſſible p God ſhuld lye oꝛ be fozſwoꝛn: 
ſo is it impoſſible that anye man oꝛ woman, 
which taketh hold of Gods pꝛomiſes by faith, 
ſhould myſle the perfoꝛmance of them, whats 
ſoeuer ſemeth to be lets oꝛ impediments vn⸗ 


to them. Foz ther can be no let oꝛ impedimẽt
